Two main 
policies are in operation: the Accred- 
ited Herd Plan, which deals only with

intelligentt beings further advanced} 
than the inhabitants of the earth in 
the journey of life. 

That Mars: is criss-crossed by ca- 
nals whose regularity provokes the}. 
belief that they have been made by 
some intelligent agency has long been 
known, but until comparatively re-| 
cent years it was believed ‘by astron- 
omers that:life on Mars was impossi- | 
ble because water was thought. to be 
non-existent in the Martian atmos- 
phere and because its temperature 
was too low to support life. In 1925, 
however, the pfesence of water va- 
por ‘was definitely proved, and in 
1924 and 1926 observations deter- 
mined that the temperature of Mars 
was far higher than had at first been 
believed. It was measured by a radio- 
meter and was found to be from 20 to 
80 degrees Centrigrade. 

We ‘may never get into touch with} 
this planet, but we. shall never give 
up trying. Scientific observations will 
go on, just as well as spectacular at- 
tempts to sénd radio messages or to 
catapult human beings from gigantic | 
mortars. What adds particular piq- 
‘uancy to this quest is the astronomi- 
cal belief that Mars is an older world | 
than the earth and tha, consequent- | 
ly, if there are Martians, they may 
know secrets of life which we have! 
not yet discovered.

The gypsum industry is rapidly in- 

creasing in importance, The output 

in 1927 was valued at nearly $500,- 

000, more than in 1926, Gypsum is 

mined in Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 


wick, Ontario, Manitoba and British’ 


Columbia, but New Brunswick and} 
Nova Scotia are the principal sources 
of supply. Probably the most import- 
ant developments in this industry 
have taken place in the products 
manufactured from gypsum. A few 
years ago only a small proportion of 
the gypsum mined in Canada was 
calcined in Canada, In 1927 approx- 
imately 192,000 tons were calcined 
and made into wall plaster, gypsum 
wall board, gypsum blocks and insu-

The export trade for ealcined gyp- 
sum and gypsum products is steadily 
increasing.
